THE LABOR LEAGUE INDORSES THE REPUB-

The Cook County Labor League held a 
tracted meeting last night at No. 215 West 
Madison. Those present were strong union 
men for first choice, and on second choice 
about eqeally divided between Republicans 
and Democrats. P. J. Miniter presided. The 
political situation was thoroughly dis- 
cussed on all sides. While naturally enough 
there was a decided difference of opinion 
as to the means of attaining the object, the 
meeting was united in the opinion that it was 
necessary to take some action to protect the 
conservative labor interests. As the result 
of a full and free discussion it was unan- 
imously resolved to continue the orguniza- 
tion of the Cook County Labor 
League and to take active measures 
to add to its strength. It was further 
decided that under the present state of af- 
fairs the conservative laboring-men could 
not unite with or support the United Labor 
party.

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STRONG EVIDENCE AGAINST THE SIOUX 
CITY CONSPIRATORS. 


The Story Told by Leavitt Remains Un- 
shaken by Cross-Examination and Is 
Corroborated by the Manager’s Wife— 
Koschnitzki, Better Known as Bis- 
marck,” Called to the Stand—A Strong 
Fight Against the Admission of His 
Testimony—The Prosecution Sustained. 

Siovx City, Ia., March 29.—[Special.]—At 
the opening of court this morning for the 
sixth day of the Arensdorf trial the atten- 
dance of men was fully as large as yesterday. 

Every seat was occupied and the aisles filled. 

The number of ladies present was consider- 

ably less than yesterday. Mrs. Judge Lewis 

sat beside her husband, the presiding Judge, 
and Mrs. Arensdorf and several of the lady 
relatives of the other defendants occupied 
seats near the accused. Before proceeding with 
the evidence Judge Lewis ruled that here- 
after during the trial the hours for the ses- 
sions shall be from 9:30 a. m. to noon, and from 
2 to 4:30 p. m. Harry Leavitt was then recalled 
for cross-examination by the defense. The 
questions put to him were in regard to alleged 
threats he had made and remarks he was 
claimed to have given utterance to just prior 
to the killing of Haddock; also as to whether 
or not he had any conversation with “ Bis- 
marck after the shooting and before he 
saw him in jail in Sioux City. These ques- 
tions were designed to attempt to establish 
collusion in regard to the confessions. All 
such questions the witness answered 
positively in the negative. In his re- 
direct examination he said that when he 
left Chicago after the murder he left word 
with “Yank” Adams and “Chet” Smith 
as to where he could be found if wanted, and 
that he got the telegram in Mobile at about 

8 p. m. calling him to Chicago, and at 7:30 

that evening he started for Chicago. On 

reaching that place he met Hills and Wood, 
and they told him that it was not necessary 


for him to make.a very minute statement in 
regard to the matter, only to tell the truth. 
Then afterthe statement had been made by 
Leavitt and sworn to, Wood said: Leavit

THE EFFECT OF THE NEW MEASURE. 


The Inter-State Law and Traveling Troupes. 

The Inter-State Commerce law has created no 
little talk in amusement circles, though its prob- 
able effect upon traveling organizations is still a 
matter of conjecture. Theatrical managers who 
are in the flush of success are loftily indifferent 
to What fate or the railroads may have in store 
for them, while others whose circumstances sug- 
gest pedestfianism in the soar future are not

He would 
make two jumps to Chicago next year, playi 
here three times altogether in the season, an 
he would visit no smaller places: In regard to 
the law itself he thought that the railroads had 
purposely sought to make it odious so that it 
would be repealed. He deprecated such legisla- 
tion because it had a tendency to centralization.

keep up a hard struggle for existence. Fewer ,

THE ROADS RUNNING EAST CONTRACT- 


ING AT CUT RATES. 


@hey Will Get All They Can Up to April 5, 
When the New Law Goes Into Effect, 
and Then Some of the Roads Will Not 


Extraordinary efforts have lately been made by 
the various roads running east from this city to 
secure all the freight they could before the Inter- 
State Commerce law goes into effct, when, at 
least, some of them may not be able to take 
through freight at such low rates as have pre- 
vailed during the last few weeks. Owing to this 
fact east-bound shipments of dead freight were 
unusually heavy. The total through shipments 
by the eight Central Traffic Association roads 
amounted to 65,474 tons, against 56,513 tons for 
the week previous, an increase of 8.961 tons. The 
shipments by the same roads for the correspond- 
ing week last year amounted to only 36,972 tons. 
All the freight shipped during the week 
was contracted for at from 17 cents to 
20 cents per 100 pounds, basis of grain, 
Chicago to New York. A majority of the roads 
have already contracted for nearly ail the freight 
they will be able to forward between now and 
April 5, when the new law goes into effect, and 
consequentiy they are now taking but little new 
freight at the prevailing cut rates. The new 
through rates which have been agreed upon by 
the Eastern lines to go into effect April 5 are on 
the basis of 25 cents for grain, Chicago to New 
York, or five cents per 100 pounds less than the 
old tariff. As the new rates have to be publicly 
posted, they will probably be maintained until 
some of the roads find out that get badly

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Switching Charges. 

The Chicago Committee of East- Bound Freight 
Traffic has adopted the following joint switching 
tariff to go into effect April 8. The charges in 
most instances are higher than those now in 
effect.

All coal and 
coke consigned to parties in Chicago upon which 
orders are given for reconsignment to points be- 
yond after the arrival of the property in Chicago 
or the outlying yards will be cha i per car 
forswitching to connecting roads. All car-load 
freight, except coke and coal, arriving in Chicago 
or outlying yards to be switched to points in and 
around Chic which are beyond the rails of the 
carrying line will be charged $2 per car for 
switching delivery to connecting lines, regard- 
less of whether or not the order for reconsign- 
ment or delivery is given prior to the arrival of 
the freight. All coal and coke arriving: in 
Chicago or outlying yards to be switched to points 
in and around Chicago which are beyond the rails 
of the carrying line will be charged 81 per car for 
switching aelivery to connecting line. 


The Milling-in-Transit Question. 

When the Northwestern roads established an 
18-cent rate on grain and its products from Min- 
neapolis to Chicago they claimed that it was 
done for the purpose of getting rid of the large 
amount of milling-in-transit orders. which had 
been sold at 7½ cents per 100 pounds, 
and that after these transit orders had 


been disposed of more reasonable rates would be 
esjablished, and no more new milling-in-transit 
orders issued. It appears, however, to be the 
determination of the leading Northwestern roads 
to perpetuate the milling-in-transit system if 
possible. At the last meeting of the North- 
western Association, at which the question was 
considered, the following was introduced, 
and but for the opposition of the Burling- 
ton & Northern would have been 
adopted: “35 Is conceded that to 
insure to the milling interests of 
Minneapolis the best results attainable under 
the Inter-State Commerce law. it is necessary 
that such milling interests be enabled to mill 
in transit wheat on.its way from the wheat-fields 
for Eastern markets. To prevent the establish- 
ment of unfair conditions to any of the railroad 
interests involved in consequence of the ex- 
istence of such milling-in-transit arrangements. 
the following plan for the conduct of the 
business is suggested, it being admitted by ail 
concerned tha, the necessities of the case 
demand that all routes be on an equality as to 
through rates, and that lines which extend be- 
— Minneapolis to the wheat-fields of the 
orthwest should be accorded protection of its 
through line in the case of wheat taken by them 
into — hg to be milled and reshipped: 

“First—That through milling-in-transit ar- 
rangements be made via all Jines reaching Min- 
neapolis from the wheat-fields on the ba- 
sis of rates which shall afford the 
practically the same through 
rates by all routes. For example: The 
through milling-in-transit rates should be so ad-

The selling of transit orders at reduced rates cre- 
ates discrimination, as not all millers can secure 
such orders, and in many instances the orders 
are simply a cloak under which special rates can 
be given to certain parties. It is the opinion of 

rominent railroad attorneys and also of one of 

e members of the National Commission that 
if grain and flour from Minneapolis to Chicago is 
carried at seven and one-half cents on mulling in 
transit orders the railroads can be compelled to 
make the same rate on all grain and flour shipped 
from Minneapolis. If this opinion is confirmed 
by the National Commission the Northwestern 
roads will have no other alternative than to re- 
deem all their outstanding milling in transit 
orders and make a fair and uniform rate on grain 
and its products from Minneapolis.

GEORGE'S REMEDY FOR POVERTY. 
It is a very easy thing to talk about pov- 
erty, to deprecate it, and to weep over it. 
This is what Henry George is engaged in. It 
is not hard to get together an audience of im- 
pecunious persons in @ great city and to en- 
list their sympathies by lamenting their con- 
dition, or to arouse their passions by sophis- 
tical appeals and crogodile tears. Any one 
with a glib tongue can do this, and few bet- 
ter than Henry George. 0 

If one were to believe Mr. George poverty 
is a new condition of things, growing out of 
modern methods of society, and paupers and 
millionaires are the outgrowth of the latter 
part of the nineteenth century. Poverty has 
existed since the beginning of historic time, 
and it will last to the end of it. Christ’s 
words, The poor ye have alwayswith you.“ 
are words applicable to all times. The wise 
man and the humanitarian will not content 
himself with mourning over the wretched- 
ness of poverty, but will try to find a rem- 
edy for it. What remedy has Henry George 
proposed? None that would do any good. 
His land-confiseation scheme would only pull 
millions of hard, frugal toilers down to the 
condition of State serfs and lift up none but 
tax-eaters and drones. 


Henry George quotes 3 Jefferson 


that there were no paupers in this country 
in 1814. Taking this general statement for 
all the meaning that George gives it, what 
then? In those days there was very little 
realized wealth. “There were no railroads, 
steamboats, canals, or turnpikes. The whole 
population were pioneers trying’ to make 
farms among the heavy forests of the East- 
ern States. The prairie country had not been 
reached by twenty-five or tbirty years: 
There was probably not a man among them 
worth half a million dollars. Only a few 
thousand at that time were of foreign birth, 
for the flood of European emigration had not 

then set in, bringing ship-loads of poverty to 

our ports. It was not until the forties that 

the avalanche of that emigration poured the 

poverty-stricken masses of Europe in here. 

When that flood began the impecunious, 

crushed, propertyless tenants came here by 

myriads, and a majority of them settled in 

our cities to breed discontent and find fault 

| with our society, government, and country, 

which had so freely and hospitably opened 

its doors to them. ‘This class of emigrants 

don’t want State land to rent or to live 

on as farmers. They are not the ones who 

availed themselves of the opportunity to take 

up the land that was then free for settle- 

ment. They stuck to the cities and still 

stick to them because life is pleasanter, 

amusements and liquor plentier than in the 

country on farms. Many of those Euro- 

peans who have flocked to our cities during 

the last§ dozen years spend much of their 

time plotting against their employers, fo- 

menting discontent, and preaching anarchy 

| They don’t want to work rented land in the 

country, and, therefore, don’t take very en- 

thusiastically to George's scheme, except as 

it may tend to breed disturbance and do mis- 

chief to the public welfare. 

Henry George laments the number of 
tramps as one of the evils of our present 
system, apparently with no conception of the 
insult to honest poverty ‘when he places 
them in its ranks. Most of the tramps of 
this country are victims of the alcoholic ap- 
petite, natural leafers, beggars, and drunk- 
ards. Their mission is to sponge a living out 
of workers. They don’t want steady employ- 
ment, and wouldn’t take it if it were offered 
them. They won't save or earn or 
try to “ead useful, temperate, industrious 
lives. They are part of the scum 
and residuum of old Europe, thrown 
upon our shores to be taken care of and sup- 
ported without labor. Will Henry George 
explain how such parasites are to be fur- 
nished with work when they won't labor? 
Will he explain how it is possibie for this one 
country to furnish work, high wages, pros- 
perity, and wealth for all the impecunious, 
propertyless, discontented, fault-finding ene- 
mies of American laws and institutions that 
pour into our cities and towns from the So- 
cialistic centres of Europe? 

He has proposed no remedy for the troubles 
of the honest, frugal, temperate poor that 
would not make them poorer still. He has 
suggested no remedy at all to cure the hatred 
of American employers and the chronic dis- 
content which the impecunious classes of Eu- 
ropean cities bring here. He has presented 
no remedy for the evils which intemperance 
among these classes is causing. His scheme 
of land confiscation, tax rent, and State serf- 
dom is no remedy for anything, Even the 
Socialists don’t want it. If it could be adopted 
the poor would be the first to turn and curse 
him. , * ; 

SUPREME COURT OF ILLINOIS. 

There are seven Supreme Court Judges, 
and their number can neither be decreased 
nor increased under the Constitution. Their 
terms are nine years. Each Juage is elected 
by a distinct district. In five districts the 
next election will occur in June, 1888. These 
five districts are the First, Third, 
Sixth, and Seventh, the tatter including Cook 
County. In the Fifth District the next eleo- 
tion will not occur until 1891 and in the Fourth 
until 1894. The Constitution fixea the salary 
at $4,000 a year, with the proviso that the 
General Assembly may increase it, the in- 
crease not to take effect during the term of 
the incumbent. It follows that the present 
is a peculiarly favorable time to make the in- 
crease. Before another Legislature convenes 
five of the seven Judges will have entered 
upon their nine-year lease ot office. If 
there is to be an increase at any time 
within ten years u should be attended to 
now. Should this session close without 
it there would be no general increase possi- 
ble for another decade. And Tun Trisune 
believes that the present compensation of 
our Supreme Bench is inadequate to secure 
the best talent and get from the Judges the 
best work. Poor pay is poor policy, espe- 
cially when the duties to be performed are of 
the highest and weightiest importance. The 
great bulk of law is made up of what Ben- 


tionately small now. Our best lawyers and 
ablest jurists are more and more reluctant to 
‘go on the Supreme Bench. If the present 


| ‘state of things continues much longer the 


Supreme Bench will soon be left to the occu- 


| pancy of fourth-rate men. There is no dis- 


trict in the State, however rural, in which a 
lawyer competent for the supreme jfidiciary 
cannot déasily earn at least $6,000 a year, 
which, as salaries go now, is no more than 
$4,000 was seventeen years ago, if as much. 

But there is another change required, both 
on its direct merits and for the incidental fa- 
cility it would afford, to further right the 
most glaring wrong of this underpay of 
Judges. We refer to the division of the 
State into judicial districts. The Constitu- 
tion fixes the number at seven, and as the 
population now stands that would give an 
average of about 500,000 to a district upon a 
per capita apportionment. Of course it would 
be impracticable to divide with anything like 
exactness upon that line; but certainly Cook 
County should not be linked with any other 
counties in the apportionment. Its popula- 
tion is nearly twice the average. But as 
matters now stand the Seventh District can- 
sists of the Counties ot Will, Kankakee, 
Lake, Du Page, and Cook. The first four 
counties named had in 1880 a population in 
round numbers of 120,000. The Legislature 
should redistrict the 100 counties outside of 
Cook, dividing them into six districts, ob- 
serving the present boundaries so far as 
practicable, and then making Cook one dis- 
trict. In population and litigation the Sev- 
enth would even then be Almost twice the 
size of any other. 

The next step should be to authorize Cook 
County to increase the salary of the Judge 
elected from the Seventh District to 
510,000. The Constitution already provides 
for a term of the Supreme Court in Chicago, 
if Cook County wiil furnish the necessary 
room and library free of charge to the State, 
and now let the statutory law extend that 
principle to the salary of the Judge. The 
cost of living in Chicago is about twice what 
it is in the smaller towns of the State, and it 
is unjust to put the Chicago Judge upon the 
same basis of pay as the rest. This is not 
done in Circuit Judges and ought not to be 
the custom on the Supreme Bench. The 
lower courts of record should be in Chicago, 
as elsewhere, training schools for the Supreme 
Court, but as it is now’ such promotion would 
involve a pecuniary sacrifice which the pub- 
lic has no right to ask of any man. 

Whether a general increase be allowed or 
not the law should certainly be so changed 
that Cook County may appropriate $5,000 a 
year additional compensation to the repre- 
sentative of the Seventh District on the Su- 
preme Bench, which representative, even if 
no redistricting takes place, will surely be a 
member of the Chicago bar. We can con- 
ceive of no possible objection to the passage 
of such a bill, and it would be an important 
step toward raising the general standard of 
our Supreme Court. 


UNION PACIFIC CHEEK AND GREED. 

Fattened by nineteen years of unvrecedent- 
ed public robbery, the directors of the Union 
Pacific in their report just published display 
an unblushing assurance well nigh worthy of 
Tweed at his worst. They impudently ar- 
raign the Government for alleged dishonest 
and oppressive treatment of the Union Pacific 
corporation, and announce their purpose to 
appealin some manner to the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission for a redress of griev- 
ances and submit a plan for the adjustment 
ofthe debt due the National Treasury—a 
plan which “shall be final!’’ The long-suf- 
fering Union Pacific, it seems, is now goaded 
to desperation and ready to present its ulti- 
matum to the Government. Owing the first- 
mortgage creditors and the National Treas- 
ury over $157,000,000 and defaulting in its 
dues to the Government several millions per 
annum, the Union Pacific charges Congress 
with setting aside its charter“ and dis- 
honestly breaking a contract“ by the pas- 
sage of the Thurman act and heaping on the 
corporation other oppressions no longer to be 
borne. The annualreport of the directors 
says, among other things: 


No one disputes that under the original con- 
tract the companies were not to be called upon 
to pay either the principal or interest of the 
bonds advanced by the Government to aid in 
the original construction of their road until the 
bonds matured. This maturity is yet ten years 
off. Congress having failed to act, the directors 
— to meet the Inter-State Commissioners

The assertion that the charter rights of 
the Union Pacific have been invaded is evi- 
dently made in the belief thatalie boldly 
proclaimed and well stuck to may prove as 
good as the truth. In fact, in chartering the 
corporation a clause was inserted (probably 
at the jinstance of the Washburns) reserv- 
ing to Congress the right to amend, change, 
or repeal its charter, and this condition ac- 
cordingly became a part of the contract 
itself and governed all rights and privileges 
accruing under it. Retaining power to regu- 
late and control the affairs of the com- 
pany as the public interest might demand, 
and reserving all the authority necessary 
tocure or check abuses, including the right 
of ousting the company, Congress, never- 
theless, remained supine and riegligent while 
the greatest swindle of the century was per- 
petrated, and is now pilloried by the rascals 
who fattened through Congressional negli- 
gence as guilty of a breach of faith because 
after long delay it demanded 25 per cent of 
the net earnings of the road to repay the ad - 
vances made to construct the line. Greed 
and audacity could hardly go further than 
this. The Crédit Mobilier investigating com- 
mittee reported to Congress over fourteen 
years ago that the frauds, briberies, and 
tortuous methods of the Union Pacific would 
fully justify the abrogation of its charter, 
and yet it was not until 1878 that tne negli- 
gent. unfaithful representatives of the peo- 
ple attempted even to check the defaults of 
the corporation and insure the payment of 
some portion of its dues to the Government. 
And the Thurman act, mild and pitifully in- 
adequate as that measure was, is now de- 
nounced by the watered-stock gluttons of 
the Union Pacific as a gross and dishonest 
abuse of power and a violation of contract! 

The Pacific Railroad act did not contem- 
plate that in violation of its ¢harter the 
Union Pacific would issue tens of millions 
of stock on which nothing was to be paid; 
that the Government should furnish twice as 
much money, credit, and land as was suffl- 
cient to build the road; that the Crédit 
Mobilier conspirators should use half the 
Government loan in constructing the lines, 
pocket the other half, and draw in dividends 
on this unpaid stock while owing the money 
to the National Treasury. Ample power was 
retained in the bill to punish and check such 
rascalities,; Congress could at any time have 
demanded restitution upon penalty of forfeit- 
ing the charter,’ but instead it permitted the 
swindlers to go on filehing dividends on 
non-paid stock. The promoters of the 
scheme, who began with a capital of $100,000, 
amassed tens of millions of swag; yillage 
hucksters blossomed into “railroad kings 
and divided among themselves immense 
sums belonging tothe National Treasury, 
after expending portions in bribing steamship 
companies to extort exorbitant charges, sub- 
sidizing lobbyists, corrupting Legislatures, 
and debauching public officials, Says Poor,

Gorged with the profits 
derived from their rascally transactions, the

the Pacific railroad ring still hope to unload 
a debt of 200 millions on the Government and 
other creditors, leaving in their hands a 
wrecked and ruined security. 


THE DEMOCRATIC LOCAL SITUATION. 

The Democratic convention which reas- 
sembled yesterday to consider the embar- 
rassed situation of the party growing out of 
Mr. Harrison’s withdrawal undoubtedly did 
the wisest and most discreet thing that could 
be done in leaving the matter to a committee, 
but a blunder was made in making it consist 
of so many as fifty members. Five would 
have been better. It is not so- much a com- 
mittee now asa mob, and it may yet take a 
sub-committee to do the work. The naming 
of it was left to the Chairman, Mr. Hoffmann. 
At one time, however it be now, that gentie- 
man showed unmistakable leanings toward 
Socialism. As Chairman of the Election 
Commission he made a good record, and in his 
present capacity of United States Appraiser 
he can hardly fail to appreciate the fact that 
he represents, in a certain sense, 
National Administration. The situation 
is critical. Everybody knows that no Demo- 
crat can be elected Mayor of Chicago 
at this time, the choice being between Roche 
and Nelson; but there are other elections to 
follow, and the Democratic problem is to get 
through this campaign with the least possi- 
ble future disabilities. To that complex 
ion“ has the Harrisonian fiasco come at last. 
It may be that no ticket will be put up at 
all. The real reason why none was agreed 
upon yesterday was that no man who could 
lead the party with any credit would consent 
to the use of his name. Has it come to this, 
that no one is leftin the party who has the 
courage of his political convictions? Is the 
expectation of office the oaly inducement to 
leadership? is there in the ranks of the De- 
mocracy none of that gallantry which would 


the party even though doomed to defeat? 
The heroism of Balaklava was all the greater 
for the hopelesness of the charge. 

In the absence of a ticket of their own the 
Democrats would divide themselves into 
three classes—first, the stay-at-homes; sec- 
ond, the more conservative element who 
would vote for Roche; and third, the rabble 
who would support Nelson simply because 
he stands for opposition to the Republican 
party. The third class might equal in num- 
ber the other two. The Socialists of the city 
are in great glee over the situation, hoping 
that there will be a Democratic landslide to 
their ticket large enough to elect it. That is 
their only hope, and from the standpoint of 
public interest that is the only dang@r of the 
present Democratic situation. It is for the 
more considerate members of the party to 
ask themselves if the Democracy could af- 
ford to be responsible for such a result, and 
whether they as citizens could afford to have 
such a calamitous result brought about. 

One thing which will tend strongiy toward 
the nomination of a ticket and the making of 
a campaign in good faith is the anxiety of 
minor candidates to promote their own 
chances. In several wards there are Demo- 
cratic candidates for Aldermen who have 
good reason to expect victory, even though 

the city ticket should be defeated, and their 
danger lies in the disgust of their own party 
friends. The same is true in regard to the 
town tickets, especially the one in the North 
Division. Without any Democratic city ticket 
the Democracy, in ward and town matters, 
would be wiped out. This is another feature 
of the situation which the Committee of 
Fifty will not be allowed to forget.
